Figures up to 1957-58, inclusive, represent totals derived where 
possible from annual factory returns. It should be noted that for some factories 


annual returns are accepted for a period other than the normal financial year 
ended June 30th. a os 


From July 1958 onwards, figures are preliminary and subject to revision.
